Claims 26-38 and 40-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Specifically, the terms "which may be" each occurence fail 
to define the invention properly, since they infer conditional 
circumstance and not definiteness which is required. The correct 
terminology is "which is" also, claims 26-28 doe not recite a 
specific illness or disease to be treated. Mechanisms alone do 
not satisfy the utility requirements of the statute. 

Claims 1-12 and 22-25 have been re-examined and found 
allowable.
